"The  Jew  as  Jurist" 

Adult  Class  Theme 

Continuing  the  series  on  “Jews  Who  Have 
Influenced  Western  Civilization,”  Rabbi 
Steinberg  will  speak  at  the  major  lecture  ser¬ 
ies  of  the  Adult  Classes  on  Monday  evening, 
May  5th,  on  “The  Jew  as  Jurist”  with 
Louis  D.  Brandeis  as  a  type  instance.  Rabbi 
Steinberg  will  trace  the  history  of  law 
among  Jews.  He  will  analyze  those  forces 
which  have  molded  the  Jew  as  jurist  and  will 
trace  their  influence  into  the  personalities 
of  great  Jewish  masters  of  jurisprudence  such 
as  Brandeis. 

Preceding  the  major  lecture  the  regular 
clashes  will  meet :  The  Seminar  on  “Prob¬ 
lems  of  the  Religious  Life”  and  the  course 
in  Hebrew  at  7:30;  the  Choral  Group  at  8; 
the  course  in  Bible  Study  at  8:20.
